Chicago and Northwestern railway, 
while agreeing with many business- 
men here that forces appear to be 
shaping themselves for a return to 
stability, emphasized that American 
business cannot fully succeed if it 
is constantly subject to the fear of 
government competition. 


Sargent expressed the belief 
the 


bottom of the depression had been 
coached and world economic forces 


^-We shaping for an upward trend. 
If* The main sources of prosperity 


would be dried up, he'said, if the 
public -generally became fearful that 
the government would destroy in- 
vestments by entering private com- 
petition. 


"No-single thing could happen," 


he ,said, 
"which would give more 


courage and inspiration looking to 
revival of prosperity, than to know 
the government intended to maintain 
a sacred regard for the rights of 
private property, as those 
rights 


have heretofore been supposed 
to 


be protected."

start preparing for spring planting. 
t Bandy soil which is well drained 
saa be plowed or spaded a week or 
more before a heavy clay will be 
ready to work.

If 
tho ball of soil falls apart it is safe 
to. start turning and cultivating. 


It you can obtain stable manure 


to turn under with your soil It 
makes a valuable addition. Manure 
not only adds plant food to the soil 
but lightens the soil and puts it in 
z more frlaS'.e condition. 


For- general use. 
cow or 
horse 


manure can be applied at the rate 
of 10 to 13 pounds per square yard. 
Spread it over the garden and turn 
ic under to Incorporate it with the 
soil. 


Because of the scarcity ot stable 


manure, many now use garden peat 
to lighten the soil and improve its 
texture. This does not add much 


plant food and should be followed by 
applications of complete commercial 
fertilizers. 
Recent 
experimental 


work has. indicated that for orna- 
mental plants, a combination of peat 
and commercial fertilizers may be 
as effective as stable manure. 


Many Fertilizers for Sale 


Many types oC commercial fertil- 


izers are on the market, including 
those puc In small packages and de- 
scribed as "plant foods." 
All arc 


.ijood when purchased from reputable 
concerns and used strictly according 


. to directions. 


For general fertilizing of flower- 


ing plants a "4-12-4" fertilizer, that 
is, one containing 4 -parts nitrogen, 
12 parts phosphoric acid and 4 parts 
potash, applied at the rate of 4 
pounds per 100 square feet, is a fa- 
vorite. 


Remember, however, that commer- 


cial fertilizers should never come in 
direct contact with the leaves, stems, 
or roots of plants. These fertilizing 
mixtures are in concentrated form 


and direct contact will damage plant 
tissues. 


Pulverise the SoD 


After the manure or peat is in- 


corporated into the soil by a thor- 
ough spading or plowicg. rake the 
soil thoroughly to pulverize it and to 
level tho surface. 
Rake 
the soil 


while it is still moist or it will be 
difficult to break up tho lumps. 


When the peat replaces the ma- 


nure for organic matter it is best 
to rake the commercial 
fertilizer 


that is used into the top 3 or 4 
inches of soil after spading, and dur- 
ing the leveling and pulverizing. 


I* ro-j have a heavy clsr eo.' 


which will bake under a hot sun, add 
some sand or fine sifted coal ashes 
l>efore raking. This will make the 
coil more granular and easier to cul 
tivate. 


If you plan to plant annuals in 


a bed in which perennials are al 
leady established, take care not to 
disturb the roots of the latter 
Work the soil with a hand cultiva 
tor to incorporate fertilizer and pre 
pare the soil for planting.

Once licensed to trade, the In- 


dividual would find every move he 
made subject to the secretary's ap- 
proval.

difference at all in the results; that 
is, none of them Involves any secret 
of success. 


The whole thing is to keep the 


hands close together, first, so that 
the grip is comfortable; second, so 
that the hands work in unison. 


It Is essential to get the left hand 


over in any kind of grip. 
This 


helps cock the wrists at tho top of 
the swing, thereby furnishing power 
in the stroke. 


The thing I point out to pupils 


is that the knuckles of both hands, 
in the proper grip, are along the 
seme line. This, as I say, means 
that the hands are going to work 
in harmony. 


Of course, It Is essential to 
use 


the same grip for all shots. 


I use the over-lapping grip my- 


self, with the small finger of the 
rlrrht hand over-lapping the Index 
finger of the left hand.

Following his retirement Mr. Jac- 


obson will spend his time on 
his 


farm located on highway 55 north- 
west of Kaukauna. He came to Kau- 
kauna from Sweden when he was 
20 years of age, where he gained 
knowledge 
of wood in 
lumber 


camps. He started to -work here in 
the Fox River Pulp mill, which was 
located near the present Kaukauna 
Ground Wood Pulp mill. Later, 
when the water power went down, 
Mr. Jacobson bought the old mill 
and tore it down, selling the lumber 
and material. The Patten mill was 
then established by the owners of 
the Fox River Pulp mill.

About eight years ago Mr. Jacob- 


son visited his native country. He 
said that the mills there are all 
operated by electricity, made pos- 
sible by water power.

Besides working In the mill here 


Mr. Jacobson has operated a large 
farm. When he first came here he 
bought a large tract of land and 
cleared it of trees. He built a house 
on It and several barns. Ho had to 
build a strip of road to his farm in 
order to connect It with the city, as 
there was no road there when' the 
farm was cleared. Recently highway 
55 -was routed over the road that 


goes near his farm. Farm duties 
will-take up most of Mr. Jacobson's 
time after the first of May.
